REPLY TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Sir: 

In reply to the outstanding Restriction Requirement, mailed March 8, 2002, in connection 
with the above application, Applicants respectfully point out that the Groups delineated in the 
Restriction Requirement do not appear to correspond exactly with the pending claims, as claims 
1, 2, 15-23, 25, and 27-37 do not require the use of compounds defined by any particular 
formula. Applicants wish to pursue the subject matter of claims 1, 15-17, 20-23, 27, 28 and 36 
with traverse. Applicants traverse this requirement because these claims include subject matter 
covered by the remaining groups, and thus examination of these claims necessarily entails 
examination of the subject matter of Groups 1-16 as outlined in the Restriction Requirement. 
Accordingly, simultaneous examination of these groups would present no significant additional 
burden on the Examiner. 
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To the extent that the Examiner requires Applicants to designate a scope of intermediate 
breadth, Applicants elect compounds having the basic chemical skeleton as cyclopamine. 

With respect to the requirement to select a particular species, Applicants elect with 
traverse and for search purposes only the species of cyclopamine.
